A Sinclair stock on your ben- 
chrest rifle puts you in the ranks of many 
top shooters who would consider no one 
else for their work. And the metal work 
is hardly shabby either. With Fred Sinclair 
joining Seely Masker as resident gun- 
smiths, | feel I've got a deck loaded in our 
favor; I'll match that pair against what- 
ever you're holding, fella! 

Next is another return of an old friend. 
Al Angerman, historian emeritus, and 
chronicler of the foolishness of mortals 
over the last thirty years, comes back to 
us from his self-imposed exile on Elba, 
and I’m glad to have the rascal back with 
us. Want to play benchrest history trivia? 
Want to do it for money you say? 
Wonderful; I’ve got a hundred bucks that 
says Angerman sends you home on a 
shutter. | was talking to Al recently about 
the Culver steel action (Homer made ten 
of them) and | discovered that Al knew 
just about where every one of the ten 
currently was located. | need that sort of 
knowledge! Know what? You do, too! 

We lost a good one when Claude 
Roderick left for quieter ranges, to use 
Warren Page’s phrase. I’ve always been 
a bit snobbish, | fear, about benchrest 
shooting, considering 99 percent of the 
shooting world to be, well, say it, un- 
cultured rabble.

First, DONNA MOORHEAD, of Athens, 
Pennsylvania. The wife of Ritchie 
Moorhead, for many years editor of P.S., 
she was known by many and liked by 
virtually the same number of people.

Next, CLINE DEERE, of Washington 
Courthouse, Ohio. Cline was the subject 
of a feature article by Bob Pease in the 
January, 1973 issue of P.S. He fired his 
first match at Johnstown in 1948, and 
that’s pretty close to the initial start of our 
game. He was the first shooter to win the 
heavy bench class with mechanical rests, 
done in 1961. He was a long time user of 
.30 caliber and mechanical rests, and was 
an absolutely top level competitor for 
over 25 years. In a long struggle with 
cancer, he was visited in his final months 
by many of his shooter friends.

Finally, JOHN MATSON, of Connect- 
icut. A little known shooter outside the 
state, John rarely ventured too far away 
from the Blue Trails Range, which was his 
home range. | remember one day in 1980 
when there was a registered 100 yard 
match there, and with a half-dozen for- 
mer national champions or record holders 
there, John outshot them all; and won the 
agg. Many of them were walking around 
afterwards asking, ‘‘who is this fellow; | 
never heard of him.’’ Probably the high 
point of John’s final years. By chance he 
came to one of the last Dunham’s Bay 
matches this year. We didn’t knowit then, 
but it was the last time we were to see 
John alive.

Wildcat Case Design

In the late 30's, this person was one of 
the hangers-on at the Old Pacific Gun 
Sight Company, on Hayes Street in San 
Francisco. It was so bad that if he was 
wanted in early at his job on night shift, 
his employer called him at Pacific before 
he called him at home. 

In those days there was quite a 
business in iron sights, invariably the 
factory front had to be changed to a gold 
or ivoty bead, the rear had to be altered 
to a different style, open also. If the 
shooter elected to install them himself, 
problems developed. 

The sights then, as now, were a 3/8” 
dove tail base made slightly full so as to 
be a close fit on any factory cut barrel. 
Some two out of three of these shortly 
returned for a different sight, either rear 
or front. On getting the new sight, he 
would find it was no longer a tight fit. 
When he came screaming back, one 
would find he had filed the barrel slot to 
fit a $1.15 sight. 

Remember two fellows that came in 
about an hour apart. One wanted a full 
Buckhorn, like his cousin in the country 
that always got his deer. The other 
wanted a plain flat open rear, like the city 
cousin who had a sight on his gun with 
which one could see what he was 
shooting at. Often wondered what 
happened on their next meeting when 
they compared “improvements”. 

One major old gunsmith rule is: ‘One 
does not file a $10.00 (price then) barrel 


to fita $1.15 sight. ALWAYS ALTER THE 
LESS EXPENSIVE PART”. 

Along about 1939, they broke me in on 
using a lathe; from this | graduated to 
making and grinding chambering ream- 
ers. At that time, Pacific had compara- 
tively few dies available for reloaders in 
comparison to the hundreds that a 
manufacturer considers necessary 
today. 

The S.A.A.M.I. sheets were definitely 
NOT available, and to get dimensions for 
a new set of dies — as today — one 
measured all and any cases that he could 
get his hands on. Usable dimensions 
were USUALLY taken from an unused 
box of ammunition taken from the shelf. 
On finding the smallest measurements of 
a case, one got applicable taper pin 
reamers and ground them to size. 

A size die reamer was ground at head 
.003 small, at shoulder .010 small, at 
neck .015 small. 

Chambering reamers were ground .001 
over LARGEST factory case, with 
.004-.006 over at neck. 

Seating dies were ground .003 over 
chambers which let us use seating dies 
for lead bullet rifles or lead bullets in our 
jacketed dies. 

The above is from memory, which is 
subject to some error, but can be ac- 
cepted as close. 

Due to the work quality of the time, 
speed of operation, etc., all use of these 
reamers was Subject to considerable dies

polishing. 

We had an order once for a set of 25-35 
dies from a prominent eastern shooter. In 
those days, the 25-35 was considered a 
nice lady’s deer rifle, or a gentlemens’ 
varmint rifle. Nothing to do but make up 
a set of dies — soon — due to the 
gentlemens’ advertising potential. All we 
had on the shelf was a couple of boxes 
of say, Remington cartridges. We used 
those for basic. The reamers were 
ground, dies made, some bullets pulled, 
and cases reloaded for proof. Then they 
were shipped. 

One month, the NASTY letter came: 
“Who the aich taught you to make dies?” 
Size die did not size, the seating die did 
not seat, his coffee was cold, and his wife 
was pregnant. 

NO ONE CAN WRITE A HOT LETTER 
LIKE A VARMINT SHOOTER WITH A 
NEW GUN, IN THE SPRING, WHEN HE 
CAN’T SHOOT .... 

Yep, we made an optimum set of dies 
for Remington cases, and he had Win- 
chester or Western — then two com- 
panies. 

The popular story — which may not be 
true— is: Sometime in 1919, a couple of 
colonels were sitting around what sub- 
stituted for the Pentagon in those days, 
when one told the other, ‘‘Lots of people 
are out of work, we better get something 
to do or we will be out on the corner 
selling apples.’ So, using the problems 
they had had to contend with in the 
previous War, in getting ammunition from 
various parts of the country to fit any and 
all guns made in another part of the 
country, they set up a set of ‘Standards 
for Chambers and Ammunition’. 

The standards simplified: set a size for 
ammunition for which an individual car- 
tridge can go NO LARGER. It CAN go 
SMALLER to the conscience of the 
maker. 

Due to cost factors, MOST makers 
have a large conscience. 

When the ammunition and firearms 
companies saw this, they thought it a 
GRAND IDEA, and proceeded to adopt it 
to their own products. Right away, to 
protect their ammunition and firearms 
business, they stipulated that these 
prints would be available ONLY to 
bonafide people in the ammo and fire- 
arms business. | saw a sheet in '57 and 
asked if it were possible to copy it. On the 
back was the list of Dire Consequences 
if it were even shown. It was confidential, 
and could NOT be left out in the shop, 
etc., etc. Today these sheets can be 
purchased, and a number of them are 
published in Handloading, a N.R.A. 
publication. 

To make an accurate rifle on one side 
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of the country that can be used by 
someone on the other side whose source 
of cases is unknown, a gunmaker can use 
a case with a turned neck — one of these 
is well understood today. He can blow out 
and forward shoulders. However, if 
YOUR chamber is close at head, and/or 
using brass to design the completed 
chamber and your brass is small and the 
next lot is fat, there will be a bitter BREW 
when the so expensive BABE has 
TANTRUMS. Few people are able to size 
down SOLID HEAD CASES, let alone 
easily. 

In his article on ‘‘Bench Rest Cham- 
bering’ in Precision Shooting, Mike 
Walker wrote of stoning his reamer. The 
reamer companies that have sold here, 
use a Stoning jig to finish a reamer. VERY 
FEW PEOPLE can stone a reamer FREE 
HAND, like the job done by aGOOD man 
in a JIG. There is a stoning jig here, but 
it is only used to complete Commercial 
Reamers; chambering Reamers go to 
Henriksen and he signs the reamer when 
it is done. 

Today a quality reamer costs from 
$67.00 to $86.00, depending on size, 
type head, angle, or radius — or double 
radius shoulder. Special neck, throat, and 
leed angles to your specifications can add 
considerably more. To change a reamer 
at these prices to fit a 10¢ case is even 
worse than filing a $10.00, or today a 
$180.00 barrel to fit a $3.00 sight. 

Let us, for instance, set up a wildcat like 
the .219 Donaldson. Body at head sketch 
is .4170, elliott sketch. Maximum Wasp 
Brass was .4219 S.A.A.M.I. There MAY 
HAVE BEEN SOME BRASS THAT FAT. 
However, none have ever been seen 
here. Donaldson, an old Schuetzen man, 
was a believer that two cases could last 
him a lifetime. When he came out with his 
last Wildcat, | asked for a print. Harvey 
sent me a fired case. He was not going 
to get caught up in a mess of close 
measurements. 

If one examines an Elliott reamer, he 
will find some .2” forward of the head a 
scribed line on BACK of flute. Just to the 
rear of the shoulder is another, forward 
of the radius at junction of shoulder-neck 
is a third, and to rear of neck end is a 
fourth, forward of neck at bullet seat is a 
fifth, and forward of this is a sixth at leed. 
Each of these is an accurate distance 
apart with a cumulative error of .001”.

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Each of these lines also were the contact 
points of ring gauges ground to size and 
accurate to .0002. The reamer was 
circle-ground to this size with a 85 grit 
wheel, backed off with a 100 or 125 grit 
wheel. In grinding a S.A.A.M.I. reamer, 
the circle grind was .001 over S.A.A.M.1. 
When ground, the reamer was then put 
in a jig, and relief stoned to the extent of 
removing grit MARKS. This stoning will 
put the reamer size VERY close to 
MINIMUM S.A.A.M.I. dimensions. If one 
wishes to be EXACT, one remembers 
that a 1” pin will not go in a 1” hold — 
unless the pin is either .999 or the hole 
1.001”. Also, one must remember a 
Chrome Moly barrel chambered with the 
same reamer as a 410 Stainless will have 
a chamber difference — slight, BUT 
DIFFERENT. 

The above was received over the years 
from Red Elliott, Keith Francis, and Hugh 
Henriksen. | told Keith one time to cri- 
ticize his own work. Keith said, ‘‘If you tell 
everyone that my work is second only to 
Elliott’s, | will be well satisfied.’’ | believe 
that today the work of Henriksen, since 
he worked for Keith some 11 years before 
going out on his own, is well within that 
context. 

For many years now, the work of Elliott 
will be considered something to strive for. 
| have a 22-3000-R-2 that will probably 
never be used again. | would not take 
$250.00 for it, as it is a memento from a 
man that would stop a busy day’s work 
to solve a problem for another, and 
solving the problem did not put a dime in 
his pocket. There is a stack of letters here 
over 2” thick in answer to questions on 
his products and how to best use them. 
Some time ago, | saw an equal stack of 
letters to Keith Francis. Yes ‘‘Red’’ was 
a most humble and helpful man. WE 


MISS HIM. 

Some time ago, had to set up a 
chamber reamer size for the 25-20 S.S., 
a case made before S.A.A.M.I. Three 
cases were available, made by three 
different makers, very little in records. 
Set the case body at head to the size of 
the largest case. .3180 then worried that 
final brass used would be .3145. How 
does one set dimensions for three cases 
made by three different makers, each 
with so-called shoulder in a different 
place, and with .003 differences in neck 
wall thickness? Thanks to S.A.A.M.I., our 
problem would be small if we could get 
them to close up the dimensions a bit. 
Add a limit to small size. PUBLICIZE: no 
case in this size will be smaller than .002 
under max for instance, THEN STICK TO 
IT. One dimension only — at head. 

In 22LR there are seven different 
chambering reamers here, throat angle 
runs from 30 deg. to 3 deg. The 30 deg 
is used only on very thin and narrow land 
barrels. Used once in a Hart barrel on an 
Anschutz. The owner, who had been a 
regular 3rd-4th place donator range fees, 
cleaned up; however, on a long day’s 
shooting, he developed a sore hand 
engraving all those bullets. The angle 
was changed to 3 deg. and he is still 
winning. 

One thing the factories can do is: some 
time ago they published a certain rifle 
action was made of a bar of nickel steel. 
A factory man told me it was 4140 — 
there is NO nickel in 4140 and Metals 
Handbook, 9th Edition, tells me there has 
been NO appreciable amount of nickel 
steel poured since 1965. Lets get the 
advertising department up to date fellas.

Supershoot Eve Interview 


Don Geraci - Alan Hall - Jeff Fowler 


Dave Brennan 


‘Twas the eve before the start of 
Supershoot X, and 122 shooters were 
wandering about in the gathering dark- 
ness, swapping tall stories, old memo- 
ries, and cans of cold Budweiser, in no 
particular order of preference. Your 
scribe, while looking for the lost chord or 
something found himself with three in- 
dividuals who were comfortably seated, 
had adequate liquid refreshment, and 
were determined to talk about bench 
resting .... Don Geraci, Allan Hall and 
Jeff Fowler .... and that’s pretty heavy 
company in the benchrest world, my 
friend. At the stage that it became ob- 
vious that we had one heck of a great 
discussion going, Yours Truly came up 
with a pad and pencil, and said, ‘‘do you 
mind if | ask a few questions?’ The 
author’s hat is off to the three, they didn’t 
duck or sidestep the questions that | 
threw out. 

REPORTER: Okay, let me toss the first 
question at Jeff Fowler. Jeff, at the IBS 
Winter Meeting, in the cocktail lounge 
discussion that went on into the small 


hours, when we were talking about the . 
hottest benchrest shooter today, there . 


was a good sized number of votes for Jeff 
Fowler. But there were also a couple who 
said, ‘‘he’s a fine shot, but he’s got a real 
hot barrel. Let's see how he does when 
he shoots it out.”’ 

FOWLER: Hmmm... . well, |'ve spent 
a lot of time and money to make certain 
that | have the best equipment | can put 
my hands on. As far as ‘‘one hot barrel’’ 
goes, | won The Super Shoot with one 
gun, | won the NBRSA Varmint Nationals 
with another gun, and | was second at the 
NBRSA Big Gun Nationals with yet an- 
other gun. 

REPORTER: Describe the gun that 
you're doing so well with in the varmint 
ranks, please. 

FOWLER: An Allan Hall standard ac- 
tion, with a McMillan barrel, a McMillan 
stock, gunsmithed by Broughton, and 
stocked by Fred Sinclair. It's a ten anda 
half pounder, and | shot it all the way in 
the varmint nationals. | made my own 
bullets, 63 grains, in Sherman carbide 
dies. 

REPORTER: You certainly had a good 
1981. | presume that you’re shooting the 
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same outfit in 1982? 

FOWLER: No, curiosity has got to me, 
and I’ve decided to shoot .22 caliber in 
1982. I’m playing with two cartridges, one 
a standard .22 PPC, and the other is a 
one-tenth inch shorter. I’m shooting my 
own bullets, 51 grains, made in Ror- 
schach dies. I’m using 4198 powder in the 
short one and 4895 in the full length one. 
I'd use 4198 in both, if | could, but | can’t 
get enough of it in the full length case. I’m 
going to shoot it all year and see what 
happens. | know from my testing with a 
chronograph that my usual 6MM match 
load turns up around 3450 feet per 
second, and I’m getting 3600 f.p.s. out of 
the short .22PPC case right now. 

REPORTER: We in the east really 
haven’t had much luck using 4198 in the 
PPC case, and | know that you western 
shooters do very well with it. Do you have 
any theories why this is so? 

GERACI: | could duck that question, 
and give you a lot of verbal razzle-dazzle, 
but | won’t. 4198 powder has more 
variation from lot to lot than other 
powders that benchrest shooters use. 
You've got to test different lot numbers, 
and when you find one that shoots, buy 
a heck of a lot of it. You can’t dismiss the 
powder as not being any good based on 
one lot, you’ve got to try other lots before 
you give it up. Some shoot great, some 
shoot poorly. 

FOWLER: You find the right lot of 4198, 
and in my opinion, you won’t use anything 
else. 

REPORTER: Jeff, as the guy that runs 
Fowler Shooters Supply, are you seeing 
.22 caliber picking up? 

FOWLER: We sure as heck are. | judge 
caliber popularity by the sales of three 
items: barrels, bullets, and Wilson 
straight-line seaters. Two years ago, the 
6MM outsold the .22 by a four to one 
ratio. Today they are dead even in sales. 

GERACI: | think that .22 caliber orig- 
inally lost its popularity at the time that 
we went to short, heavy barrels in the 
varmint classes. Velocity, and to a degree 
accuracy, fell off when we went to real 
short barrels in the .22, but today the 
caliber is coming back. Jeff is shooting 
one, I’m shooting one, and | honestly feel 
that the .22 is just a better caliber, period. 


REPORTER: Let’s talk about equip- 
ment in general. We’re going to have 122 
shooters on line tomorrow. What do you 
think about their equipment in general? 

GERACI: Let’s touch on the shooters, 
first. | suspect that 50% of the shooters 
who will be on line tomorrow could win it. 
The other 50% will be spinning their 
wheels. Now, of the 50% who have a 
chance at winning, several have rifles 
that probably would outshoot Jeff, if fired 
in a testing tunnel. But few have done any 
mental preparation for the match, and 
that’s where they lose out. Benchrest 
shooting is an advanced sport, and you 
should expect to see more mental 
preparation than the shooters give to a 
large match. 

FOWLER: | had my equipment tuned as 
best | could do it by noon today. | put them 
away at noon, and the rest of the 
afternoon has been visiting, and mental 
preparation. 

GERACI: The real top shooters today 
are — surprisingly — not small group 
shooters. | won The Crawfish two weeks 
ago, and didn’t win a single match. Jeff 
is not a small group shooter either, but 
he'll kill you in the aggregate. 

REPORTER: How would you charac- 
terize yourselves as far as shooting style 
goes? 

HALL: All three of us shoot fast — find 
a condition, and shoot in it. Shoot fast, 
but, be prepared to stop, just as fast. 

FOWLER: I'll agree with that. If | have 
my condition going, I'll shoot when that 
gun is still moving, if | think the condition 
is about to leave. The gun may be still 
moving, but the crosshairs are where | 
want them when it goes off. I’ve never 
had an equipment failure in a match, but 
if you travel a thousand miles to get to the 
match, you sure as heck ought to take 
steps to minimize your exposure to 
equipment failure. 

REPORTER: Explain that one, please. 

FOWLER: Okay, | constantly see fel- 
lows go to the firing line with a loading 
block in hand, and seven cartridges in it. 
The fellow fires two sighters, and then 
starts to fire his five record shots with the 
five cartridges that he has left. He’s left 
himself no sighters for condition 
changes, and just as bad, if that trigger 
discharges the rifle as he closes the bolt, 
he has just disqualified unless he can get 
back to the loading area and load a round, 
real fast. That’s absurd, never fire your 
final cartridge unless you've got your five 
record shots on the paper. | traveled over 
a thousand miles to get here, and maybe 
another shooter will beat me, but | assure 
you that no dumb equipment problem will 
beat me. We'll be shooting here four days. 
Each day, when | go to the line, I'll have 
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a rifle here in my trailer, with a clean dry 
bore, all sighted in, and a bunch of loaded 
ammo right next to it. If | have an 
equipment problem that | can’t solve on 
the line, | can run back here, get the other 
rifle and ammo, and be back to the line 
in time to shoot the required number of 
shots. That sir is simply being prepared, 
as | see it. 


GERACI: Another advantage to 
shooting fast. If you wait until the last 
minute, you've left yourself no time to 
deal with emergencies. 

REPORTER: How many sighters do 
you fellows use on average? 

GERACI: About three sighters is av- 
erage. 

HALL: Two, maybe three. 

FOWLER: In a varmint match, four 
sighters would be average. 

REPORTER: Let’s talk about ‘‘holding 
off’’. Do you do it as a practice? 

GERACI: | don’t hold for vertical, only 
if my first shot goes up or down on the 
record target. If that happens, it’s back 
to the sighter to find out why. For hor- 
izontal, I'll hold off up to a quarter inch, 
but at 200 yards I'll hold off up to two 
inches if the conditions require it, and my 
nerve is up to it. Most verticals are either 
gun trouble or bag trouble. 

HALL: | don’t like to hold vertical, 
usually | try not to do so. Horizontals 
make winners or losers, matches are won 
or lost on horizontal spread, not vertical. 

FOWLER: I'll go even further, and 
probably surprise you with this one, but 
not one of the three of us here believes 


that light changes has any effect on. 


verticals. We have never been able to 
establish that it does, and that includes 
a lot of testing with mechanical rests. 

REPORTER: Have any of you had the 
case of a gun that shoots to a slightly 
different point of impact on the record 
target than it does on the sighter right 
below it? 

GERACI: If my first record shot doesn’t 
go where my sighters are printing, | will 
go back down on the sighter. | do this 
when | think everything was the same as 
when | was shooting sighters. If | think the 
condition has changed for the first shot 
and it goes away from the sighters, but 
where | think the condition moved the 
shot then | will keep shooting on record. 


REPORTER: What sort of condition 
(other than a beautiful calm) would you 
prefer to shoot in? 

GERACI: | think of myself as a wind 
shooter. | know that mirage is more 
consistent, but I’ve had more experience 
with wind. 

HALL: I'll shoot wind or mirage with 
equal acceptance, but | prefer mirage. 
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FOWLER: | agree with Allan, and | also 
prefer mirage. You mentioned ‘‘other 
than a beautiful calm’, and to that I'll add 
the opinion that both Allan and | will move 
up in the standings in rotten conditions, 
so maybe the beautiful calm isn’t that 
great an idea. 

GERACI: When conditions get rough, a 
lot of shooters get pessimistic, and that’s 
a poor way to mentally prepare yourself. 
At Austin last year, many shooters were 
beaten before they started. 

REPORTER: Let’s talk about practice. 
How many practice shots did you folks 
fire last year? 

GERACI: | fired about 1000 shots not 
in matches. But, | don’t shoot practice to 
shoot small groups, | fire practice to tune 
my guns. When they are properly tuned, 
doing what | want them to, | stop 
practicing. 

HALL: I’m now at the point (15 years 
plus) that gun handling, position, tech- 
nique comes automatically. | guess | fired 
500 rounds outside of matches last year. 

FOWLER: When | get a new gun or a 
new barrel, I'll chronograph it, and work 
up the load that seems to shoot best in 
it. Last year | didn’t fire a single round 
outside of a match, for the sake of 
practice. | fired 500 to 600 rounds tuning 
rifles. 


HALL: Many new shooters mistake 
tuning for practice. You have to have a 
rifle that you have confidence in. 

GERACI: If I’ve put the rifle away for a 
period of a few months or longer, and now 
I’m going to an important match, if there 
have been no equipment changes, |'ll 
check it out with a few groups. If it’s okay, 
I'll put it away. 

REPORTER: What do you see as the 
probable life-span of a good benchrest 
barrel today? 


GERACI: Well, certainly 3000 rounds is 
entirely reasonable for gilt-edge shoot- 
ing. | had one barrel, a Hart, that the late 
Dr. Sam Nadler started out with, 
chambered first for a Wasp. Sam 
changed it to a .222 later, and then after 
Red Cornelison won the Big Gun Na- 
tionals with a 23-40, Sam had it re-- 
chamberd to that new cartridge. The 
barrel came to me in 1969, | shot it to 
1973. The barrel was about 10 years old 
when | retired it, but the last match | shot 
it in, | won. | would est. about 12,000 
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rounds had been shot at that time. Damn 
good barrel! 


FOWLER: | won at Midland recently 
with a McMillan barrel that has 12,000 
rounds through it, and my winning 
aggregate was in the teens. The gun that 
| won the last two varmint nationals with 
has between 4000 and 5000 rounds 
through it. 

HALL: The 6PPC that I'll be shooting 
here at Supershoot is now in its fourth 
year, and has 3000 rounds through it. 

REPORTER: What can | expect for 
gilt-edge barrel life from a 6PPC barrel? 

HALL: 2000-2500 on average. 

GERACI: 3000 on average. 

FOWLER: More than 3000. But I'll put 
an addition on this subject. Barrels do not 
wear out from shooting to the extent that 
shooters think they do. A heck of a lot 
more shooters wear out their barrels by 
improper cleaning. Watch a bunch of 
shooters cleaning their rifles tomorrow. 
They have the cleaning rod bent like a 
rainbow .... when the rod is bent that 
way outside the barrel, it’s also bent that 
way inside the barrel, and that scrubbing 
the lands and grooves, and that’s murder 
on a barrel! Keep that rod straight! 

REPORTER: How many passes do you 
make through a barrel after shooting? 

HALL: Three complete passes (in and 
out) with the brush, and two patches. 

FOWLER: Three with the brush, two or 
three patches. 

GERACI: Ten passes wth the brush, 
two patches. 

REPORTER: So much for now, fellows, 
it’s kind of late. Who's going to win this 
thing, anyway? 

HALL: | am. 

FOWLER: | am. 

GERACI: | am. 

Footnote: Geraci won the big one, the 
two gun, after having won the 200 yard 
heavy bench, the grand agg heavy bench, 
was fifth at 200 yards heavy varmint, and 
third in the grand agg heavy varmint. | 
saw almost all his targets, and if any one 
of his 200 yard targets had more than 
.300 vertical dispersion, I'll eat my hat.

The Ultimate Project 


by Dave Brennan 


At approximately the end of March of 
this year, considerably before the job of 
editor of P.S. came into my life, | sat down 
at my desk, and wrote a letter to about 
30 known benchrest shooters. The sum 
and substance of the letter was this: ‘‘it 
has been ten years since the publication 
of the last book dealing with benchrest 
shooting, The Accurate Rifle by Warren 
Page. While beautifully written, much of 
the data therein is outdated, particularly 
the equipment section (we’ve since seen 
the 6PPC, internal adjustment scopes, 
glue-ins, fiberglass stocks, etc.). Prior to 
that, there were six books since the 
inception of the sport in 1947: Modern 
Accuracy by Bob Wallack in 1952, and 
five issues of The Ultimate in Rifle 
Precision, published in 1949, 1950, 1951, 
1954, and 1958. (NOTE: readers wishing 
copies of these will find an excellent 
source to be: Bob Bump, 281 Main 
Street, Fort Plain, New York 13339). The 
Ultimate was perhaps the best of all 
dee os each issue had 15 to 20 articles 
about various phases of benchrest 
shooting..... G. R. Douglas would write 
about barrel-making, Biehler and Astles 
would write about bullet-making dies, 
Harvey Donaldson would write about the 
.219 Wasp, Frank Hubbard would write 
about ‘‘How to Run a Benchrest Match’’. 
It was all edited by Townsend Whelan, 
one of the great early names, and on the 
title page of the book was the an- 
nouncement, ‘‘Written By The Riflemen 
of America’. I’ve got all five copies, 
thanks to Mr. Bump, and | finally decided 
that ten years was long enough, indeed 
far too long, between books. So I’m 
writing you this letter, with two questions:

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RECOIL AND ME 


I've watched shotgun shooters at 
matches, and asked questions of owners 
of recoil reducing attachments. And I’ve 
wondered why they were not in use on 
heavy recoil rifles used by some of the 
benchrest shooters. 

So, when a fellow named Johnny 
Eiman called from Oklahoma and ex- 
pressed interest in the bench game, and 
| found out that he was tied in with a new 
type of recoil reducer, | arranged to have 
one put on my .308 Hunter class rifle. 

| have now had a chance to play with 
it, with strange results. | know muzzle 
blast is associated with the sensing of 
recoil. The muzzle blast is still present, 
and the anticipation as a result is still with 
me. And the ‘‘jump’’ of the gun off the 
sandbags is still there as well. 

| tend to shoot completely relaxed, and 
my hand around the stock is very loose. 
So loose my hand gets batted by the bolt 
handle as a result. This still happens to 
me. The jump of the gun and the feeling 
on my cheek as the gun moves rearward 
is still with it. So, all in all, | seem to 
confirm Newton's Law in my MIND. 

Strange thing is, however, the recoil on 
my shoulder is practically ‘‘zilch’’. | simply 
don’t notice it though..... it isn’t sore 
or lame. There is not any sign of a bruise 
that | usually can see on the ‘‘day after’. 
Yet | still THINK the gun recoils, as | did 
before the installation of the recoil 
reducing gadget. But the fact is, the recoil 
against my shoulder isn’t there in a

noticeable amount any more. Strange, | 
keep expecting it, but it doesn’t occur. 

Now, as for any change in accuracy. | 
believe that it has not changed the gun's 
ability to shoot beautifully. | believe it has 
improved my ability to score well. My 
shooting buddy, Clyde Hart, used to say, 
“if you think it helps, it helps!”’ | think this 
gadget helps, and I’m going to have one 
installed on my .308 heavy varmint rifle. 

| expect as time goes on and | shoot the 
gun more, that | will change my method 
of shooting, and grip the stock a little 
more firmly, and thereby stop the banging 
of my hand against the bolt handle. 

A little powder on the cheek piece will 
let it slide better on my face. (| hope 


people don’t talk when they see the 
powder on my cheek!) 

All in all, | believe the reducer is an 
excellent idea. It weighs eight ounces, 
and part of this weight on my gun was 
picked up with the removal of one and a 
half inches of stock and heavy recoil pad 
that up with some inletting on the stock. 

Directions for installation by the local 
gunsmith or yourself are clear and 
concise. It is not difficult, and most bench 
shooters can install it themselves.

Now measuring hardness of tubing 
usually calls for an internal mandrel for 
support and a thickness ratio of 10 times 
the penetration if you want the numbers 
to be more than relative. | think a car- 
tridge case could be supported by filling 
it with Woods metal and recovered 
without serious damage. 

Should we agree that hardness is re- 
sistance to penetration, then | would 
wonder what we are looking for. The 
numbers we get might show uniformity of 
heat treatment, possibly tensile strength 
and related ductility. A little research may 
throw a lot of light on the case prblem of 
base run-out, and the resulting flow or

firing.

The 6mm in it's various smaller versions is making itself heard. Most 
of the cases used are more or less conventional cartridge reamers that 
have béen held back from maximum depth as much as possible and yet achieve 
the required TCL case capacity. In the case of some it is the use of 
a reamer of Remington BR case configuration run into the chamber enough 
deeper to acheive the required case volume. Most of these are finding 
that the UR-BR case furnished by Remington for forming the BR calibers and 
having the small primer pocket instead of large-is the best choice. Also 
this brass is thinner, softer and lends itself better to reforming. 


The 6x44 used by the Pocono shooters differs only slightly from the 
6HLS Hunter version and the 6mmHunter favored by the Louisiana Cajuns. 
Both are working diligently toward the same end; minimum legal capacity, 
minimum recoil which translates to less disturbance of the rifle while the 
bullet is exiting and taking advantage of the superb custom 6mm bullets 
available today. The 30 x 44 is the same effort of minimum case and LIGHT 


bullet in the .30 caliber. Here the Bob Cauterucio 135 gr. bullet is superb. 


Some comments have appeared in the past in these pages regarding the 
lack of cartridge experimentation in both the I.B.S. and NBRSA competition 
in the Varmint Classes as well as the Benchrest Class. They might do well 
not to look askance at the very serious efforts of these dedicated Hunter 
Class Shooters participating in the TCL. All are competitors in one or 
both organizations and are very serious about their Hunter Class efforts. 
To any who would scoff we'd like to suggest that you slip out to your 
tavorite range with ANY RIFLE YOU OWN and try out the official Hunter 
target with a 6 power scope for an evening. You may come home with just 
a bit more respect for the Hunter Class orphans and their efforts.

| feel like I’m waiting for the next in- 
stallment in the saga of the crooked case 
heads as brought to light by Mr. Audette. 
| use LC 66 Match cases for 600 and 1000 
yard shooting as | had read that this was 
the best year in Lake City’s own accuracy 
testing. | had read the two articles in the 
“‘Rifleman”’ by Mr. Audette, but didn’t feel 
that he offered a solution to the problem 
for those without his type of test fixtures. 

Then, | got the May issue of ‘‘Precision 
Shooting” and read Sam Wilson’s letter 
on page four, and thought what a per- 
fectly simple solution. Everybody owns a 
Wilson trimmer. I'll just face off one of my 
LC66 cases enough to see if it’s square. 
It was. | faced off a few more just to 
check, and it made them look so pretty 
that | went ahead and did all 200 of them 
although it turned out that none were out 
of square in the least. These cases had 
already been fired about 25 times each. 

Next | got out some unfired Remington 
brand .22-250 cases for a varmint rifle | 
was building and theorized that | should 
face these off dead square and then long 
seat the bullets so that on initial firing 
those perfect bases would be trapped 
hard against the bolt face. Surprise. 
Those unfired cases were so crooked 
that | had to face them off so deeply that 
the stamped lettering on one side would 
be completely gone before the other side 
would clean up. 

Seated primers could be seen as flush 
on one side and properly recessed to the 
other indicating that the axis of the primer 
pocket was at 90 degrees to the original 
crooked base. 

My loads were with Federal primers, 
Sierra match bullets, and 35 grains 4895. 
Fired through a McMillan HV barrel, the 
groups averaged right at minute of angle. 
Not what | had hoped for. 

Then | painted some of those fired 
bases with a felt marker and again 
checked them with the Wilson trimmer. 
Another surprise. They were badly out of 
square again. The first place the trimmer 
would cut was almost exactly where it 
had cut deepest before. | haven't tried it 
yet, but I’m wondering if | could keep firing 
and squaring until the entire rim was 
machined away on one side.

A disappointing turn out of shooters, 
21 in heavy bench, 35 in heavy varmint, 
turned up at the June shoot at Johns- 
town, New York. The weather was fine in 
that there was no rain, but on Sunday we 
found ourselves on the edge of a storm 
front, and the winds blew like crazy, and 
research shows that Lee Euber, in heavy 
varmint class, was the only shooter not 
to go over an inch at least once. Needless 
to say, he won the 200 yard heavy 
varmint in a cake-walk!

finally have beat it into your reporter's 
thick skull the fact that the .30 caliber, at 
the velocities that we are firing them, is 
probably no better than a 6PPC that is 
really buzzing along on its trip to the 
target.

The weekend’s highpoint, for me 
anyway, came when Seely Masker, who 
had snapped a scope ring moments 
before the final group of the heavy bench 
class, was unable to get on paper with 
replacement rings, and with about four 
minutes to go, none of his nearby friends 
had more than a couple of rounds left, 
and Seely looked like a goner. . . . when 
Carl Lynn came running up with his rifle, 
and ten loaded cartridges.

Carl’s actions were in the 
highest tradition of the sport, and a few 
beers were hoisted that night to his 
sportsmanship. On the other side of the 
coin, a popular shooter was allowed to 
disqualify when no one around him 
noticed that he wasn’t on the line for the 
relay. That one was as unhappy as the 
previous one was grand, and reflects 
poorly on the sport fellows. 

In closing, let’s say it like it is. The turn 
out was very poor for the match. After the 
Nationals last year at Johnstown, when

For what it’s 
worth, the June match had respectable 
prizes, and an hour after the last shot was 
fired, you had your computer-printed 
results and equipment listing in hand, and

written while sort of mad, all to the 
subject that the trophies or lack of same 
were a disgrace. However, | did come 
back, and | can tell you honestly that 
Johnstown has apparently learned a hard 
lesson. Come back in September; holding 
a grudge is a tiring thing. This one was 
fun, like a Johnstown match used to be. 

Let’s see, a few final statistics. Dick 
Maretzo won the Donaldson Match, Bob 
Bump won the Old Timers Match. Seely 
has small group at 100 yard heavy bench 
with a .140, then wheeled around and had 
small group at 100 yard heavy varmint 
with a .139. Small group at 200 yard 
heavy bench was a .768 by that same 
wretched Masker, and finally best group 
at 200 heavy varmint was a sizzling .380 
by Joe Vinci, who used to own this range.

Saturday saw 100 meter heavy varmint 
in the morning, and light varmint and 
heavy bench in the afternoon.

In heavy bench, Mike Griffin at 100 
meters held up the honor of mechanical 
rests, at 200 meters the mirage was a real 
stinker for this class, but Gary Ocock 
hung tough with a new Hall B action rifie, 
and while he was at it, he picked up the 
grand agg title also. 

In light varmint, Jack Deming is one of - 
the best ten and a half pounder shooters 
around, and he managed to nail Ed 
Starzinski at the wire with a winning 
.2682. At 200 yards he was to win again 
after aclose argument with Dick Maretzo, 
and since Deming won the 100 and 200 
yard aggs, no one was too surprised to 
hear that he won the light varmint grand.
